Exports of manufactured goods for February are greater by 
60 per cent than during the same month two years ago. 

In February, 1898, we exported $21,048,631 worth of manufac- 
tures; in February, 15898, $24,489,860, and in February, 1900, 
$34, 22% 125. 

The exports of agricultural products rose from $62,378,985 in 
February, 1599, to $75,097,746 in February, 1900. 

Not less significant is the fact that the increase of $8,500,009 
in February imports was almost entirely made up of crude raw 
material for our manufacturers. 

These facts mean more than victories in war. They show 
t this country is moving toward the place appointed as the 
@réatest commercial power in the world. Statesmen may blun- 
der, but there is a destiny which is something more than a pol- 
itician’s trope—a destiny which marks the United States as 
the great purveyor to civilization. 
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Secretary Hay’s testimony that he pays no taxes on his 
stocks, bonds or other credits in Washington, and that the 
lax tax system of assessing personal property there attracts 
rich men to the capital, is interesting.
